RESOLUTIONS OF COLORED CIT- 
IZENS OF LOUISVILLE IN 
REFERENCE TO THE COM- 
ING EVENT. 

At the meeting of colored citizens 
held Saturday night to consider the 
action of the Washington committee 
in calling the National Convention of 
colored men to meet in Louisville,* Mr. 
Aiex. Morris was elected Chairman 
and C. H. Parish, Secretary. The fol- 
lowing resolutions were adopted: 

l'irst—That we hail with joy the fact 
that the National Colored Men's ~Con- 
vention has been called to meet in the 
City of- Louisville, and we hereby 
pledge our fellow countrymen to give 
them a generous Kentucky welcome 
and assure them that we will do all 
in our power to make their stay pleas- 
ant and profitable. 

Second—That a committee be ap- 
pointed to callon twenty-five of our 
most prominent citizensp and invite 
them to accept a position on a Com- 
mittee of Arrangements, whose busi- 
ness shall be to make all necessary ar- 
rangements for said convention. 

Third--That we recommend to the 
committee, of which Henry Scroggins, 
Esq., is chairman, on behalf of the col- 
ored men of Kentucky, to meet and 
elect other public citizens of the State 
on the delegation. Kentucky will 
have eleven votes in said convention, 
but we see no reason why any num- 
ber may not be selected. 

Fourth—That we indorse the senti- 
ments of our State papers which have 
invited the convention to our city. 
Fair Play, Lexington, Ky: 

Let every State be presented are 
the National Convention of colored 
men by the most intelligent citizens. 
Let every delegate be a man of ability. 
We want no bums or dead beats.— Lx- 
change.

Without the hearty coopera- 
tion of men from the South the con- 
vention will prove tobe the play of 
Hamlet with the character of Hamlet 
left out.—Key.

PASTOR—SENATOR BRUCE'S LETTER

DEAR Sin:—It affords me_ pleasure 
to acknowledge the receipt of the invi- 
tation, through you, of the citizens of 
Brooklyn, to be present upon the oc- 
casion of the public commemoration of 
the sevenieth birth day of the Rev. 
Henry Ward Beecher. 

Mr. Beecher has lived in a remarka- 
ble historical era, has witnessed the 
solution of great moral, political and 
industrial problems and has been a po- 
tent force contributing thereto. 

Among the remarkable men that the 
period has produced, and that the cur- 
rent needs of the times demanded by 
both the method and measure of his 
work, he is distinctly distinguished 
fronshis co-laborers and possesses and 
deserves the honorable individuality 
that he has won, Among the first of 
our noted public men to attract my 
youthful attention, the interest exci- 
ted in my mind then has neyer abated, 
but has continued to grow with the 
contemplation and careful considera- 
tion of his character and work. Broad 
in his humanity, sober and cheerful in 
his judgments, earnest and honest in 
his efforts and revereat and hopeful in 
his spirit, he stands to day among the 
strongest and broadest leaders of the 
people; commanding respect and admi- 
ration even from his opponents.

His 
three sons went to the common coun- 
try school of the South, and the only 
academic education given any one of 
them was to the youngest while he 
was President, who was then twelve 
years old. He sent this boy to school 
for a few months. His daughters 
were better treated, and they were at 
sehool in Georgetown while he was in 
the White House. Perhaps he did 
not believe in coll education, he 
had gotten along with so little him-

In 1881 there were 
4833 outbreaks of the disease, most of 
them apparently of immediate native 
origin, though the primary source of 
infection may be traced to the French 
cow imported in 1880; 183,000 animals 
were attacked, and, though their value 
was reduced for a time and the farm- 
ers suffered severe loss in consequence, 
it may be assumed that most of them 
recovered, since the disease is not very 
often fatal. In 1882 there were 1970 
outbreaks and 37,950 animals attacked. 

The Women’s silk culture assocla- 
tion of Philadelphia is composed of a 
sumber of wealthy and philanthropic 
women of that city, who desire to in- 
troduce and encourage this industry 
among American women and girls. 
They are glad to furnish all needful 
information concerning the business 
on application, and will supply eggs at 
about five dollars an ounce—the ounce 
rontaining 40,000 eggs. In former 
years a good deal of disappointment re- 
sulted from the attempt to grow silk 
n this country. Recent experiments 
aave, in many cases, met with better 
success. 

For the purpose of keeping pension 
rertificates out of the hands of pawn- 
brokers, a law was enacted last winter 
which declares that any pledge, sale, 
assignment, or transfer of any right, 
vlaim, or interest in a pension shall be 
void, and that any person who shall 
make or receive such a pledge or as- 
signment, or shall hold the same as 
collateral security for a debt, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be 
punished, if convicted, by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $100 and costs. Those who are 
enforcing the law find hundreds of pen. 
sion certificates in pawn shops. More 
than 700 certificates have been recov. 
sred from pawnbrokers and saloon 
keepers in Philadelphia. Pension cer- 
tificates recently granted bear the new 
law, printed in red ink, a8 a warning 
to pensioners, but many of those who 
nold certificates granted before the en- 
actment of the law are probably igno- 
rant of its provisions. 


A monster prosecution has just been 
brought to a close in Mulhausen (Al- 
sace). Thirty-eight men stood charged 
in the criminal court with having tried 
to free themselves, or having given 
assistance to free others unlawfully 
from the military service of the Ger- 
man empire. Some 150 witnesses were 
heard, and the sittings of the court oc- 
cupied the greater part of three weeks. 
Not less than six military medical offi- 
cers were accused of having improper- 
ly given free certificates, and of these 
six, not less than four are said to have 
died suddenly of “palsy of the heart.” 
The prisoners, partly of very wealthy 
parents, were sentenced to terms of 
imprisonment varying from three 
months to three years, without the op- 
tion of a fine. They all belonged to 
districts formerly French, and gave as 
their defense that they had seen noth- 
ing unlawful in the matter, and that 
they would have produced substitutes 
if they had been allowed to doso. _ 


The varieties of apples and pears 
have become so very numerous, and 
they resemble one another so closely, 
that pomologists find it nearly impos- 
sible to give many of them accurate 
descriptions by which they may be al- 
ways distinguished. The color, shape 
and size of the fruit vary so much that 
they can seldom be depended upon for 
permanent characters.

Some 
fruggists, when they haven’t some par- 
ticular medicine named in a _ prescrip- 
tion will often substitute some other 
remedy. If, for instance, the elixir of 
quinine, pepsin and bismuth is ordered, 
they will Jeave out pepsin and bismuth 
and give you quinine and iron. With 
the elixirs they will substitute for 
some expensive article a preparation 
of their own make. They will have 
Jones’ preparation of some standard 
medicine ; the physician has compelled 
them to get it because he knows its 
value. But when the bottle gets 
empty the druggist will fill it up with 
some medicine of a cheaper grade, and 
the doctor, seeing the bottle there on 
the shelf, will think he is getting the 


.genuine stuff. You think the soda- 


water fountain is an innocent-looking 

lace; so itis, but there is humbug 
venthere. Atoneof the largest drug 
ttores downtown you go in and ask 
for Vichy water, another man Con- 
gress water, another Geyser water, and 
soon. The clerk dr&s from different 
taps, but if you went down in the 
rellar you would see that all the waters 
rame from one barrel, or fountain.

At Standing Rock agency there 
are thirty Indian policemen, garbed in 
blue of the shade known as “ baby;” 
_and very eflicient conservators of the 
peace they prove. ‘The position of po- 
licemen is coveted by the reds 
ardently, and as their tenure of o‘lice 
is dependent upon good | ehavior, the 
thirty are zealous and careful. The 
guardhouse is an agency institution 
Similar to the cala’ oose of municipali- 
ties, and offenders are there incarcer- 
ated with neatn°ss and dispatch. Major 
McLaughlin has away of imposing 
fines in the way of thesawing of many 
cords of wood, and these muletings of 
_ sweat are greatly disliked and dreaded. 
Finding how well the police system 
worked, the major determined to 
parallel the plan, in a way, in rela- 
tion to farming. Accordingly he has 
divided his Indians, into eight dis- 
tricts, and over each has placel a 
native superintendent or inspector of 
agriculture, whom he holds responsi- 
ble for the doings and undoings of his 
fellows. Gall has one district, and 
keeps his men at the plow most vigor- 
ously. Running Antelope, who with 
his people is encamped at Grand 
River, fully thirty miles from the 
agency buildings, is another of the 
superintendents, while High Eagle 
(Bad Hip was his name in the days 
when his finger knew the trigger well, 
the plow handle not at all) was found 
in a field wherein thirteen yoke of 
oxen, half a dozen plows and two score 
Indians were at work. The reds 
dearly love to work in gangs, and they 
“spell” each other, as a down-Easter 
would say, with both frequency and 
regularity. Houses are springing up 
all over the plains where tepees once 
abounded, and the log structures are 
‘for the most part much more carefully 
and substantially built than are the 
claim shanties which, aggregated, are 
yclept a something-or—other city before 
the chinking is dry. Many of the 
Indians have work cattle, a few have 
milch cows, and nearly all have a few 
agricultural implements.—St. Paul 
Pioneer-Press.

How to Sleep. 


The question of chief importance to 
most people in these overwrought, 
wakeful days and nights is how to get 
good sleep enough. Dr. Corning drops 
afew simple iiints which may be of 
value. In the first place people should 
have a regular time for going to sleep, 
and it should be as soon as can well be 
after sunset. People who sleep at any 
time, according to convenience, get less 
benefit from their sleep than others; 
getting sleep becomes more difficult; 
there is a tendency to nervous excita- 
bility and derangement; the repair of 
the system does not equal the waste 
The more finely organized people are 
the greater the difficulty and the dan- 
ger from thiscause. The first thing in 
order to sleep well is to go to bed ata 
regular hour, and make it as early as 
possible. The next thing is to exclude 
all worry and exciting subjects of 
thought from the mind sometime before 
retiring. The body and mind must be 
let down from the high-pressure strain 
before going to bed, so that nature can 
assert her rightful supremacy after- 
ward. Another point is, never to 
thwart the drowsy impulse when it 
comes at the regular time by special 
efforts to keep awake, for this drowsi- 
ness is the advance-guard of healthy, 
restorative sleep. Sleep is a boon 
which must not be tampered with and 
put off, for if compelled to wait, it is 
never so perfect and restful as if taken 
in its own natural timeand way. The 
right side is the best side to sleep on, 
except in special cases of disease, and 
the position should be nearly horizontal. 
Finally, the evening meal should be 
composed of food most easily digested 
and assimilated, so that the stomach 
will have very little hard work to. do. 
A heavy, rich dinner-taken in the eve. 
ning is one of the things that murder 
sleep. Late suppers with exciting 


really restorative sleep next to impossi- 
ble. Narcotics are to be avoided, save 
as used in cases of disease by com- 
petent physicians. The proper time 
according to Dr. Corning, to treat 
sleeplessness is in the daytime, and it 
must be treated by a wise and temper. 
ate method of living rather than by 
medicines. This is good common 
sense. And doubtless a vast deal of 
the debility, the nervous derangement, 
and the insanity of our time would be 
prevented by more good, restful natur- 
al sleep.—New York Star. 


Evening Amusement. 


1, To apparently burn water, fill a 
glass lamp with water, and put into it 
for a wick a piece of gum-camphor 
The lamp should not be quite full, and 
the camphor may be left to fijat upon 
the surface of the water. Ontouching 
a lighted match to the camphor, it 
shoots up a clear, steady flame, and 
seems to sink below the surface of the 
water, so that the flame is surrounded 
by the liquid. It will burn for a long 
time. If the camphor be ignited in a 
large dish of water, it will commonly 
float about while it burns. 

2. Wet a piece of thick wrapping 
paper; then dry it by the stove; while 
warm lay it down upon a varnished 
table or dry woolen cloth, and rub it 
briskly with a piece of India rubber. 
It will become strongly electrified, and 
if tossed against the wall or looking- 
glass will stick sometime. Tear tissue 
paper into bits one-eighth inch square, 
and this piece of paper, electrified, will 
draw them. Or take a tea-tray and 
Sa it on three tumblers. Lay the 
electric paper on it, and, on touching 
the tray, you will get a little spark. 
Lift the paper out of the tray, and on 
touching the tray again you will get 
another spark, but of the opposite kind 
of electricity. Replace the paper and 
you will get another, and so on.—ZJ/- 
lustrated Weekly.
